Response to Amendment 

1 . The response filed June 27, 2005 is acknowledged. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed June 16, 2005 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it 
is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

Drawings 

4. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because replacement figure 12 shows changes made. The corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "...holding member 
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having a cross sectional length that is greater than a cross sectional width... the 
vibratable member has a cross sectional length that is greater than a cross sectional 
width... the length of the vibratable member being parallel to the length of the holding 
member..." recited in claims 10 and 31 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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6. Claims 10-14, 31-34, 37 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Claims 10 and 31 recite 
"...a holding member having a cross sectional length that is greater than a cross 
sectional width... the vibratable member has a cross sectional length that is greater than 
a cross sectional width... the length of the vibratable member being parallel to the length 
of the holding member..." The disclosure, as originally filed, does not appear to 
disclose the length and width of the cross section of the holding member and the 
vibratable member. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 10-14, 31-34, 37 and 38 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
